Tlie Senatorial Republican Caucus was held yes­ 
terday afternoon in the Suprem e Court-room. 
Ali the Republican Senators and Assemblymen 
were present. 
Senator Wendell called the caucus to order, and 
stated its object to be tbe nomination of a United 
States Senator. 
The roli was called, and the caucus then organ­ 
ized by the election of the following perm anent offi­ 
cers : 
President, Senator Davis of Y uba; Secre­ 
taries, Marcus D. Boruek and George E. M cStay; 
Sergeant at-A nns, Waaon, the Sergeaut at-Amis of 
tbe Senate. 
8enator Paul Neumann of San Francisco next 
offered a resolution pledging all members to abide 
by the decision of the caueus, aud to support its 
nominee. 
A fter a short debate on its propriety, the 
resolution was adopted. 
Nominations being declared m order, Assembly­ 
man Hartson of Napa nom inated General John F. 
Miller in an address as follows : 


I desire to place in nomination General John F . 
Miller for tbe office of United States Senator, and 
also to express my o n v ic liju of his ability, charac­ 
ter and fitness for th at exalted position, based upon 
an Litim ate persm al acquaintance extending over 
more than a quarter of a centu^*. 
In the year 1353 General M Her came to California 
and s i t t ! ‘d in the county of Napa. 
He had ju at 
graduated at the B alistons Law College, in the State 


ot New York 
At this institution Judge Sanderson 
and others now em inent in this State were once stu ­ 
dents. 


ioung, ambitious and hopeful, he engaged iu the 
practice of law in Napa, and soon established a 
wide-spread reputation for industry, sail!, intelli­ 
gence and integrity, which made him many allmirers 
and genuine friends, among whom was a gentlem an 
then enjoying the largest and most lucrative law 
practice of any one north of the Bay—one who has 
since made his impress on the jurisprudence of this 
State—having long filled with honor a place in the 
Supreme Court, a gentlem in well known to us all — 
Judge John Curry of Benicia. 
So high was Judge 
Curry s appreciation of General Miller’s learning and 
ability, th at a law partnership was soon formed be­ 
tween them at the instance of the former. 
In the m idst of professional successes in his new 
field of labor, the voice of m aternal cffe:tiou sum ­ 
moned him to his m other’s stricken fireside and be­ 
reaved home to allay grief apparently inconsolable, 
and to discliarge those filial duties to which obedient 
sons always respond with aiacri'j' a t whatever sacri­ 
fice to themselves. 
About one year before the great rebellion b u rst upon 
tbe country, he wrote to me predicting a violent and 
speedy conflict betw eu the forces of freedom and 
slavery, th at would shake the continent and shock 
hum anity w ith its m agnitude and severity; th at 
would try the faith, courage and fortitude of the 
soldiers of freedom, and predicting th at the fate of 
liberty everywhere wai to be Settled ou this conti­ 
nent, which was to be its decisive battle field, from 
which contest ehe would ri9e victorious and re­ 
splendent or the world would relapse into the bar­ 
barism of the dark ages. 
He urged me to aid in anim ating tho people of 
this coast, and in preparing them for the approach- 
in? strugg’e. There was no long waiting for the 
b i fulfillment of this prediction. 
.Soon afterward, when General Miller was a mem­ 
ber ot the State Senate of Indiana, he heard the 
boom of the cannon of secession and slavery, and 
saw their hosts m arching in m artial array, tram pling 
beneath th rir feet law, constitution and govern­ 
ment. 
The gallant and im m ortal M orton was then Gov­ 
ernor of Indiana, who at once accepted the challenge 
of the legions of see s -ion and summoned tho friends 
of imperiled freedom to the rescue. 
In jresponse to the call of th is illustrious states­ 
man and executive, there quickly rallied around him 
a generous, courageous and patriotic band of heroes, 
conspicuous among whom was our candidate. Stand­ 
ing hand in hand around his adm inistration they 
felt Morton’s great arm lean upon them for support. 
Of th at resolute, earn ^st, valiant band none was 
more esteemed atul n *ne more trusted than General 
Miller. 
A t his house i:i Napa 1 have witnessed tho 
confidence exhibited, and heard the words of ap- 
piobation, a3 they flowed from the lips of the great 
war Governor, his patron and friend, when he 
addressed him by 
the 
endearing 
appellation 
of 44 My son.” As soon as General Miller could 
be spared from his place in the Senate, for the con­ 
flict was fierce and the ascendency for a tim e doubt­ 
ful even then, he departed with M orton’s commis 
sion and blessing for the seat of war. 
He well knew 
that this was no holiday excursion, no trium phal 
march in the m idst of scenes of fes ivity and m irth, 
but th at a little in advance, there would be a most 
fearful, de3perate aud bloody oncouuter. 
He knew 
that he was going where the quick 6troke of the 
flashing saber and piercing baronet, where the 
crashing shot and screaming shell would suddenly 
transform ranks of youth and manhood to dust; 
would burden the winds of tlie hemisphere with 
sighs and groans and immerse a continent in 
tears. 
Yet wi h the resolution of Cromwell and the 
spirit of Hampden, he went forth offering his life for 
the preservation ot the Union and the disenthral- 
m cnt of the hum an race, and he with others, by 
their valorous deeds in the cause of freedom, have 
made this and all succeeding ages their debtors. 
lie always presents indisputable evidences of his 
gallantry and the sacrifice he made th at the nation 
might live. Twice he wa3 pierced in vital parts by 
balls adjudged by tho highest skill to be fatal, yet 
in God’s Providence he lives to guard the citadel of 
liberty th at he has done so much to defend and pre­ 
serve. 
His great and gallant services were appreciated 
and acknowledged by promotion from tho rank of 
Colonel, step by 3tep, as victory succeeded to victory, 
to that of Genera! in tho victorious arm y of the 
Republic. 
W hen the armies of tho rebellion were beaten and 
order restore ! and law and governm ent re-estab­ 
lished through all of tho United S tates; when 
44 Liberty and Union, now and forever,” were made 
44 one and i n s e p a r a b l e when th e irrepressible 
conflict was term inated by the fiat of war and tho 
sovereign will of the people, he sheathed his sword, 
resigned his position as General, and returned to 
this, the place of his early efforts and trium phs, the 
State of his choice and adoption, to which hi? heart 
had become strongiv attached, and again engaged 
in the more congenial pursuits of civil life. 
He has beeu called to no place th at he has not 
filled with ability and honor. 
He has been summoned to the discharge of no 
duly th at he has not perfoim ed w.th fidelity and 
signal distinction. 
The ju st and exalted popular estim ation in which 
he is now held, is not the result of accident or mere 
business success. 
Hia renown comes not from the finding of some 
quartz lecige or other accidental discovery. 
His fim e in war aud his standing in peace arc 
well earned and well deserved, and arc the legiti­ 
m ate result of plan, purpose, and executive ability. 
Nor are they the creations of any enterprise, bu t 
his genius creates the en terp rise, and their exist­ 
ence and execution illustrate hi3 cajiacity and 
power. 
He has been a success everyw here and in every 
departm ent, m ilitary and civil. 
There is no reason 
why he should not’bc prom oted to a high position 
in this Government, for tho m aintenance and per­ 
petuity of which he has so heroically, so success­ 
fully and so sacrificingly fought. 
His election will be a ju st and appropriate tribute 
to integrity and 
honor, to 
valor 
and worth. 
It will be an honorable expression of gratitude from 
a free and generous peopV 
It will be a commendable example for tho present 
and for future generations. 
It will stim ulate and encourage heroism ami 
patriotism , deeds of valor and sacrifices everywhere 
in just causes. 
I know of no act more commendab’e i:i Republi­ 
cans than to promote and rcw aid those of their own 
num ber who have became illustrious in the great 
battles for civil liberty .and constitutional law.

A fter three bal­ 
lots had been taken, Wallace and Temple stood in 
the lead. 
A t this point iu the proceedings a rather 
heated discussion arose between th e friends of 
Wallace and Temple, which resulted in tbe w ith­ 
drawal of the latter. 
On the fourth ballot, Wallace 
receiving 21 and Ryland 16 votes, the form er was 
declared the unanimous choice of the caucus, two 
member», however, declining to vote, on the ground 
th at they had pledged themselves not to support 
Wallace. 
The caucus then adjourned.

WOMEN AND OHILDEEN PEEISH. 


Daring Leaps from Upper W indows 
—Harrowing Scenes.

N ew Y ork , Jan u ary 4th.—A fire bro! e 
out this morning in the rear of No. 35 M adi­ 
son street, iu a four-story tenem ent. Nine 
lives were lost, as follows : 
Ellen Sheridan, 
aged 13 years ; K ate Sheridan, 14 ; Maggie 
Sheridan, 5 ; 
M artin 
Sheridan, 3 ; John 
W alsh, 13; 
Thomas Cassidy, G; Charles 
Cassidy, 8 ; a girl named Egan, aged 2. and 
M rs. Sheridan, age unknown. 
Several per­ 
sons were injured, among them Jam es Cas­ 
sidy, M ary Egan and Charles W alsh. 


DETAILED ACCOCKT. 
The lire broke out in the rear of Jam es' 
Doyle’s liquor store. 11 started at the bottom 
of the stairs th at furnished the only exit for 
the tenants in the tive-story building, except 
the fire escape attached to the building 
outside, and iu less than five minutes swept 
through 
the 
stairw ay to the roof, cut­ 
ting 
off the escape of a score of per­ 
sons. 
The fiames soon found vent, also, 
throirgh the two lower stories, aud thuB barred 
egress by the fire-escape. The tenants, panic- 
stricken, made a rush for tbe roof, but the 
scuttle was firmly hooked and wculd not 
yield. 
The ascending fl unes drove people 
back within their rooms. 
The wildest con­ 
fusion followed. 
Men and women threw 
their children from the windows and jumped 
after them through the flames that swept 
across the yard and set their clothiug ablaze. 
W h e n the firemen obtained a m astering of 
the fire tae dead bodies of the nine already 
mentioned were taken out. of the ruins. 
Several were injured. 
Tbe scene of the 
calamity, the like of which has not occurred 
in this city since the tenem ent house fire on 
Canon street, a year ago, and the Turner 
Hall disaster about the same time, is ap­ 
proached through a narrow alley (hardly wide 
enough to allow the passcge of a portly man) 
between two tall tenements, Nos. 33 and 35 
Madison street. The back door opens directly 
upon a narrow hallway in the rear tenement, 
where the fire obtained its start 


CAUSE OF THE FIRE. 
Plum bers were a t work at the foot of the 
stairs, thaw ing out the frozen water-pipes, 
and for this purpose used a gasoline vessel, 
which was by some means upset, and becom­ 
ing ignited, was the cause of the explosion, 
which blew in the door cf a saloon. 
In an 
instant black 6moke rolled up the long stair­ 
way, drawn inward by the draught caused 
by an open window in the top story-. 
There 
was a momentary hush as the frightened 
plumbers hurried into yard. 
A man sitting 
by the bar-room stove slammed the hall door 
on the advancing tire. 
Im m ediately there 
was a wild rush overhead, aud the sound of 
breaking glass, and the air was filled w-ith 
the wails of imprisoned men and women. 
The shouts of frightened children, and cries 
for help of the barkeeper and plumbers, who 
ran through the street to the near-by police 
station, the clang of fire-bells, filled the 
street, and the narrow alley became filled 
with firemen aud police, struggling to bring 
help to 


THE IMPRISONED AND BURNING TENANTS. 
They came too late, the fire finding vent 
through the open doors and windows of the 
untenanted ground fl >or of the house aud 
through the door,’had seized upon the shut­ 
ters, windo v frames and wooden floors of the 
balconies outside, lickicg them up like so 
much tissue paper, and reaching upward to 
floors where frightened men and women hud­ 
dled together, af.aid to venture out on the 
fire escape, th at was itself aflame, while the 
flumes within the house were plainly visible 
through the uplifting doors, then being fast 
consumed. 
Kight families 
occupied 
the 
house, two on each floor. 
On the second 
floor the Kagans aud M uldoons had at the 
first alarm escaped through the window. 
Mrs. M ary Eagan, widow, aud her four 
grown children, M argaret, Thomas, Joseph 
and John, reached the ground in safety by a 
quick jump. 
Mrs. Muldoon, who is over 80 
years, was less fortunate. 
Seizing her two 
grandchildren—Annie, aged 10, and K ate, 
aged 7—3ne sprang from the fire escape, but 
in her fall sprained or broke a leg, and 
crawled away 
w ith 
difficulty. 
On 
the 
third 
floor, 
M r. 
Regan, 
who 
lived 
atone, 
escaped with 
his neighbor», 
the 
M cKenna 
family, likewise 
by 
jumping. 
Jam es, aged Í); Hugh, aged 4, aud the baby 
were throw n through a window by Charles 
M cKenna, their eldest brother, a lad of 15. 
The m other was sweeping in the yard when 
the fire broke out. 
She rushed to the stair­ 
way, but was m et by 


A SOLID SHELT OF FLAME, 
And realizing the danger of her children, 
roused them by shouting, before they knew 
of their danger. 
The m other appealed to her 
son to throw the children to her and jump 
hiuiself. 
W hile the baby, frightened by the 
cries of others who were alarm ed at the 
smoke which was fast filling tbe room, con­ 
stantly cried, with itslittlearm s outstretched, 
“ M amma, ma, m a,” the boy quickly meas­ 
ured the distance to the ground from I is 
perch, and taking the baby up first, tosned it 
out, and it fell into the arms of its mother, 
who caught the other children as they were 
sent to her, one by one, and finally broke the 
fall of Charles as he leaped, and all escaped 
unhurt. 
Cassidy and others of the family of 
ligans lived on the fourth floor, Mrs. Ellen 
Sheridan and four children on the fifth. 
A t 
the first alarm she sought escape w ith the 
children by the stairs, then tried the scuttle 
of the roof. 
Both failed to afford exit, and 
closing the door of the room she and the 
children were suffocated w ith the smoke. 
All of the Cassidy family jumped except two 
boys, G and 8, who were burned to death. 
The Egans also leaped except the child 2 
years 
old, who 
was 
suffocated. 
Officer 
Thomas B arrett saved two children from the 
story by the fire-escape, but the fiames drove 
him away with burned hands. 
The fire only 
lasted half an hour. 
The todies were recov­ 
ered and presented a horrid spectacle. Some 
instances of rem arkable bravery and quick 
wit were developed during the progress of 
the flames. 
THE PREMISES DESCRIBED. 
Oa each side of the hallway on every floor 
of the building were a small living room and 
two bedrooms, each barely six feet square. 
The living rooms all had two windows enter­ 
ing ou the court, and one ol each Eet of bed­ 
rooms abo fronted upon it, while the remain­ 
ing bed-room in each suit of rooms was dark. 
Afire escape led from the roof to the first floor, 
with balconies connecting with the suites of 
rooms upon each floor. 
A corridor on each 
floor led from the narrow cramped entry of 
each floor to the balcony. The stairs by which 
the families reached their rooms were not wide 
enough to aliow two persons to comfortably 


paS3 each other, and they were also full of turns 
to economize spacs. 
A scuttle led to the 
roof, and this made a draft which drew the 
fl unes up the narrow stairs, cutting off the 
retreat of the inmates. 
Curious crowds 
bl eked the approach to the station-honse in 
Oak street this afternoon, and half a dozen 


policemen were scarcely able to clear the w ry 
for the dead wagons which arrived. 
The 
coffins, hastily nailed together of rough pine 
boards,were carried into the lock-up, whereon 
the floor in front of an untenanted tier of cells 
lay the bodies of the dead. 


THE ARRESTED PLUMBER. 


P a t­ 
ton, the boss plumber at the scene of this 
m orning’s fire, w as sent to the Tombs iu de­ 
fault cf $10,GOO bail, which he secured this 
eveniug.

H arrington, whom he 
detailed todo the job, was a green hand. 


MISCELLANEOUS INCIDENTS. 


N ew Y o r k, January 4th.—A youth named 
Donegan reached the ronf of the burning 
building from an adjoining house, and with 
an ax opened the scuttle, through which K aty 
Sheridan, with a child in her arms, endeavored 
to escape with her cl ¡thing already abltize; but 
as Donegan caught her arm the flesh peeled 
from the bone aud the girl fell back into the 
flames, pieces of charred flesh remaining in 
his hands. 
Three of the Egans may recover.

O m a h a, Jan u ary 4 'h .—A terrible accident 
happened this mori-ing between 10 and 11 
o’clock on the N ebraska Division of the Chi­ 
cago, St. Paul aud Omaha R ailroad, result­ 
ing in the death of six men and the wounding 
of one. 
THE SCENE OF THE ACCIDENT 
W as a deep curved cut about eight hundred 
£ect long, about one mile south of the Middle 
creek Eide track. 
This cut a few days ago 
was blown full cf snow, and had been cleaned 
out sufficiently to allow trains to go through ; 
but they still have seme trouble, the north­ 
bound passenger train naviug got stuck there 
yesterday. 
This morning a working train 
and a gang of over tw enty men, under Con­ 
ductor Carns, were sent out from Oakland to 
work at the cut and Bhovel snow upon flat 
cars, to haul it out aud widen the pas­ 
sageway for trains. 
The snow on 
each 
side 
is 
as 
high 
as 
the 
passenger 
coaches, 
and has been 
cut out in 
the 
shape 
of a trough, 
each 
side slanting 
slightly, and term inating close to the rails. 
A bout half-past 10 o'clock the south-bound 
passenger train, bound from Irvington to 
Omaha, came along a t the rat? of tw enty 
miles an hour, and upon approaching the cut 
got under greater headway, so as to m ate the 
run clear through. 
W hen w ithin about two 
hundred feet of the couth end of the cut the 
engineer felt the engine strike Eomelhing and 
ruu over something. 
H c h fd seen nothing, 
and the loos: s: ow v.fs flying in clouds in 
front of and over the engine, but he imme­ 
diately whistle 1 down brakes, and came to a 
stop as soon as possible, about four hundred 
feet

of

Im m ediately

H e was extricated from 
the position, and was found to be dead. 
His 
clothes were all torn to pieces, and he was 


CUT AND MANGLED AND BRITSFD 
In a horrible manner. 
He was laid aside 
tem porarily, and upon going back into the 
cut four more dead and two wounded men 
were found lying oa the track and each side 
of it. 
One of the wounded men was just 
breathing bis last, and was taken into one of 
the cars, where iie died in a few minutes. 
H e had both legs cut off, and was literally 
torn to pieces. 
The other wounded man 
had one of his ankles so badly cut th at 
he will be compelled to have it amputated. 
H is head was also badly bruised. 
The other 
four men who had leen killed presented a 
terrible sight. 
Arm s and legs were broken 
and crushed, and their heads and faces were 
bruised, wounded aud bleeding. 
The sur­ 
vivor, aud the man who died just after being 
found, were brought dowu to Oakland on the 
passenger train. 
The survivor was taken to 
his boarding-house, and the corpse cf the 
other man was deposited in the depot, where 
he was recrgnized by bis friends. 
The other 
five bodies were pu t on the working train, 
which was run down to Oakland with them. 


PROBABLE CAUSE OE THE DISASTER. 
I t seems th at these seven men had gone 
into 
the 
cut 
to 
shovel 
snow, 
and 
probably 
thought 
there 
was 
loom 
enough for them to stand on the side of 
the track and let the train pass, and there­ 
fore thought nothing of it, for there are no 
signals at the north end of the cut to stop a 
passenger train, or to indicate that there was 
any danger ahead. 
Exactly how they came 
to be canght bas not yet been learned, as the 
passengers and mme cf the train men, who 
arrived here to-night, did not know th at any 
accident had happened until after the train 
had stopped. 
There wras nothing on the pilot 
of the engine to show th at the pilot had 
caught them . 
The probability is th at the 
traiD, coming around the curve suddenly, 
caught them unawares, and then they jumped 
to each side and were either knocked down by 
the engine cylinder or were pulled under by 
the strong suction caused by the train moving 
so rapidly through a narrow passageway. 


THE KILLED AND INJURED. 
Tlie tam es of the killed are Charles Meyer, 
Thomas Broughmon, A. H . Swanson, (¡us. 
A. Hermon, Ole Anderson and .John E . 
Rickson. 
The name of the wounded man is 
John Adellur, who will probably recover. 
The accident happened in the Omaha 
Indian reservation, but the inquest will be 
held at Oakland to night, in B urt county, ad­ 
joining the reservation. 
Conductor H erm an 
and other train men of the passenger train 
remained at Oakland to attend the inquest. 
Superintendent House, who received a brief 
telegram at 2 o’clock, left on the 2:30 train 
for Oakland. 
The dead men resided mostly 
at th at place, or in the vicinity.

Morey letter is a forgery, and intimate, 
though far too obscurely for their state­ 
ment to possess any value, that the fraud 
>vas invented by the Democratic National 
<' .remittee. 
As the fact that the letter 
wan a forgery has been manifest to the 
country ever since the Presidential election, 
tiiis confession, or retraction, is without 
■ niticancc. 
Such men as the publishers 
it Truth are alike incapable of helping or 
f rting any one hy the expression of their 
i rsonal opinions on this or any other 
- abject, 
though 
as 
abettors 
of

forgery 
they 
undoubtedly 
did 
do considerable mischief. 
There is but 
on 
statement which they could offer in 
the present case, and that would be a full 
confession of what they know about the 
a :unl forger and his immediate sponsors. 
The country does not require to be told at 
this date that certain members of the 
l.b nocratic National Committee are open 
to suspicion. 
It desires to know who the

Saints into a bustling and progressive place, 
determined to hold it3 own with the most 
prosperous towns on the continent. 


The message of Governor íerkhis to t&w, 
Lej-islatnre, the full text of which 
' pewed in our issue of yesterday, is not 
| less suggestive than conspicuous by reisor. 
of it* length. 
Far while it is svident that 
the Governor has sought to treat-only such 
subjects as deserved consideration, and 
while he has discussed no one subject at 
great length, the number of topics touched 1 
upon indicates the rapid growth of im- i 
portant and difficult questions in the eom- 
^nwealih. 
In fact this message brings 
before the public incidentally thedact that 
California is an empire in point of terri­ 
tory, and that as this vast area beoomes 
settled the work of government must be­ 
come more laborious and complicated con- 
tiuiually. 
No doubt Governor Perkins 
might have contented himself with simple 
reference to the reports of the several de­ 
partments, which together constitute al­ 
ready quite a formidable literature. 
But 
we are of opinion that the industry and i 
thoroughness which have led him to pre­ 
sent iu his message an abstract of the con­ 
dition. of the State in all it3 governmental 
relations, should be regarded as a public 
service, inasmuch as a great many people 
will learn in this way facts of interest an J 
importance which they could not other­ 
wise have become acquainted with. 
There is iu this message moreover a groat 
deal of matter for leisurely consideration. 
Members of the Legislature are always too 
prone to be absorbed by sectional require­ 
ments, and w hen they come here many of 
them have formed no general estimate of 
the needs of the State, nor are they likely 
to trouble themselves about such views 
save as they may fiud it neocssary during 
the session to arrange compromises aud 
make concessions to other parts of the 
State, for the purpose of securing the pas­ 
sage of the local bills in whose enactment 
they are specially interested. 
It is there­ 
fore well that the Executive should at this 
time present a sketch of the whole field of 
legislation, and members will do wisely' to 
master this review. 
It is neither necessary nor possible to 
follow the Governor step by step through 
his survey of the condition of the State, 
but it may be pointed out that he does not 
hesitate to make suggestions in regard to 
remedial action wherever there seems need 
for it, and that his suggestions are in 
nearly all cases characterized by strong 
common sense. 
Thus he indicates the 
probable causes of the failure of the new 
tax system to effect a reduction in taxation, 
aud shows how impracticable it has thus 
far been to secure am considerable increase 
in the assessments of real estate, orto obtain 
full returns of personal property. 
In re­ 
gard to the latter the defect undoubtedly 
lies in the principle of taxation embodied 
in the law. 
Personal property taxes are 
always imperfectly collected, and always 
must be, from the nature of the case, 
siuce the taxpayer alone can furnish the 
necessary information, and since human 
nature has never yet been found equal to 
high moral principles in this connection. 
The Governor discusses the educational 
question with the purpose of emphasizing 
the fact that 50,000 children of school age 
are growing up without any instruction 
whatever. 
It must ba admitted that this 
fact is alarming. 
Whether a compulsory 
school law would remove the danger is, 
however, quite another 
qnestion. 
To 
demonstrate that, it would have to he 
shown that the school system as it exists 
o;crates to make good citizens of those 
who are taught under it. 
That the State 
has not merely a right but an obligation in 
this regard, we hold to bo established. 
But if the State compels children to attend 
school, it is equally bound to Ece that the 
schools they attend arc really educational 
agencies, and not in any respect perfunc­ 
tory make-believes. 
In regard to agriculture the Governor 
suggest» that the State Agricultural Soci­ 
ety should be made the agency whereby 
whatever special work is to he done for 
particular associated interests shall be car 
ried out. 
This is a very practical and 
judicious proposal. 
Certainly it is absurd, 
having such an organization under State 
control, to create . special commissions of 
various kinds apart from it. 
The foster­ 
ing of viticulture, cotton-growing, coffee, 
tea, small fruits, or any other particular 
industry, can he accomplished through the 
Agricultural Society, aud ought to be so 
accomplished. 
Any other method is irra­ 
tional, extravagant, and lacking in system. 
The Governor thinks that something 
may be donetoinduee immigration through 
the same agency, and this idea also is a 
sensible one. 
He suggests that the various 
District Agricultural Societies could furnish 
statistics of the available lands in their 
respective sections, with all necessary in­ 
formation respecting the qualities of soil, 
climate, market prices, etc., aa.l that this 
information could be put in shape and 
published from the State Printing Office at 
comparatively little cost. 
The great ad 
vantage of such a plan would be the se­ 
curing of the State guarantee for the au­ 
thenticity of the statements furnished, aud 
the avoidance of interested misrepresenta­ 
tions such as have too frequently been 
spread abroad on behalf of speculative 
schemes. 
Some seasonable recommendations are 
made in regard to the Yosemite valley ; 
in especial that the State Engineer should 
be allowed to lay out the floor of the valley 
in accordance with the principles of land­ 
scape gardening, to the end that the mag­ 
nificent views from various points shall not 
be obstructed, rs they are at present, by 
the wild and uuarranged growth of timber 
and underbrush. 
It ¡9 also desirable that 
the trails in the valley should be made 
free. 
The message embodies various other 
considerations 
in 
regard to the State 
Prisons, the Insane Asylum, the Debris 
question, (on which subject a special mes­ 
sage is promised), and several other topics 
uf geueral interest. 
It is an unpretentious, 
businesslike document, taking it altogether, 
and it shows that Governor Perkins has 
taken an entirely serious and eainest view 
of his responsibilities.

A 
great mnr.y of the placer claims have been 
staked t ff. There are ten men at work on the 
i’itz quartz tqjne getting out ore to bo shipped 
to Sau Francisco. The town of Harrisburg, 
so named after biarris, the discoverer, has 
been la:d out, aud all the lots on the water­ 
front taken up. The quartz mines are located 
three miles from deep-water anchorage. The 
ledges are well d, fined, aud indicate an 
abunda nee ot ore. N. A. Fuller has sold a 
small interest in his quartz mine for S3 000 
The steamer California will carry up 100,- 
C00 ft-et of lumber in March, besides the 
goods, stores, etc , of several merchants who 
are going to Taken from Sitka. 
Great fears are entertained that Mike 
Powers and a party of five, aud Pi lor and a 
party of four have been lost.

coast. Steel is familiar «ith the universally 
traveled route, having prospected along the 
const all last summer. 
The steam launch sent out to the new mines 
by Captain Glass of the Jamest- wj, under 
command of Master McClelland, for the (im­ 
pose of rendering assistance to the miutri aud 
ascertaining the truth concerning the mini s, 
had fearfully rough and stormy weather, and 
on the re’urn voyage was overtaken by the 
steamer Favorite in an almost disabled con­ 
dition and towed into Sitka. 
The officers iu 
charge couirm all previous reports, especially 
regarding the richness and quantity of the 
quartz lodes. There are only sixteen miners 
wintering at Takon, building cabins and pre­ 
paring for work in the early spring. 
George Hamilton has sold his saw-mill and 
other property at < hicau to Captain Sprague, 
a capitalist from San Francisco, who intends 
erecting a s ilmon cannery and suippiug lum­ 
ber to the Takon mines and supplying San 
Francisco with the famous yellow cedar of 
Alaska. The California has 10,000 feet of 
beautiful selected yellow cedar, destined f< r 
Portland.

The old Board of Education met on Monday nL ht; 
present, Messrs. Oriffitts, Tracy, Wiemeyer, Iloru- 
blower, Lord. Butler aud Stalker. 
The committ e to which w as referred the Super­ 
intendent’s annual report reported that there were 
many errors iu the report, and that while it con­ 
tained man}’ useful suggestions and much interest­ 
ing statistical matter, yet the Superintendent en­ 
tertains a very erroneous impré&sion in regard to 
the retirement of Mr. McDonald from the Sacra­ 
mento Grammar School, and that the Superintend­ 
ent is unjust in his ett’.mpt to cast reflections upon 
| and place the Board of Education in a false posi­ 
tion in connection with that matter. The com­ 
mittee added that because of the fcuperintendent’s 
relationship of brother-in-law to Mr. McDonald, it 
could readily understand why his feelings have con­ 
trolled bis lAittei judgment, and that therefore the 
Board and public should cost the mantle of charity 
upon his effort m defense of one with whom he is 
so allied. They recommended that the Superin­ 
tendent a report be filed. 
Mr. Horn blower, of the committee, declined to 
concur, a» no meeting of the committee had been 
called, and he had had uo'time to prepare a written 
minority rep«>r?. 
The Superintendent protested that be should 
have a specification of the alleged errors furnished 
to him. lie explained an error in the finauci.l 
statement, and disclaimed full responsibility 
therefor, as the Finance C *mmittee had not been 
able in time to give hiu. ah the figures necessary. 
After a rather sharp debate between Mr. Tracy, of 
the committee, and the Superintendent and Mr. 
Ilornblower, the B >ard r* ferred the committee re­ 
port to the Finance Committee tosp city the errors. 
The old Board was then abou* to adjourn s;ne die, 
wbeu Mr. Laude? arose ai d preset, ted Mr. Horn- 
blower, in behali of many friends, with an elegant 
gold watch, appropriately inscribed, as a testimonial 
of esteem and regard i- r the the b* Id and conscien­ 
tious stand he had taken while a Director f »i what 
he be aw id to be the right, and in the advancement 
of the ;n crests i f the public schools. 
Mr. HoruWower replied with feeling, and said 
that he had been bold in his criticisms, and no 
doubt often too severe, but his only motive hath been 
to uphold the law, elevate the schools and protect 
the mtereatd of the people. The people of his ward 
had elect* d a gentleman to his plací. Mr. Meaick, 
whom he knew to he better qualified than he him­ 
self, and he felt sure the interests of the ile(»artment 
would not suffer at his hand?. To the citizens who 
had presented him with the testimoni *1 he returned 
his mucere thanks, lie should cherish the gift as 
one manifesting the appreciation with which his 
effort to discharge his duty had met at the hands of 
the public. 
With further feeling remarks and 
kindly expressions toward all the members of the 
Board he concluded. 
ihe Board then reconsidered the motion referring 
back the report <-n the Superintendents annual re­ 
port adopted the majority report and ordered the 
Superintendent's report to be filed. 
Mr. Griffith*, the President, then thanked the 
members Tor their uniform courtesy towards the 
Chair, and the Board then adjourned sine die.

Immediately the Superintendent called the new 
Board together, uud the credentials of Messrs. But­ 
ler, Tracy. Hammer, Mesick and Herzog were filed, 
and tlie Board organized by electing, on motion of 
Mr. Butler, Felix Tracy as President of the Board. 
Mr. Tracy, in taking ihe chair, returned his 
thanks for tne honor conferred, and trusted that the 
relations of the members of ihe Board would be 
pleasant and all the proceedings of the bidy har­ 
monious.

Mrs. M. A. Co« k filed a complaint against Mrs. 
Seymour, a teacher, for whipping her son “ in a 
brutal manner, ai d tearing i ff his clothes, so he 
was hick for several days.” Also for suspending hun 
without cause. 
Mr. Mcmlí: hoped tv'e charge would be referred 
to u Director, to investigate and report the facts, 
and that, the Board would not liave any examina­ 
tion befor* it as a Board with witnesses and public 
reports, and all such proceedings, which he deemed 
ail wrong iu cases where a quiet, accurate inquiry 
can be made, and a correct judgment arrived at. 
The Supe ri: tendent stated that it was reported to 
him that the boy had been punished for ruuniug 
away. 
i he Board unanimously voted to refer the charges 
to the Superintendent, to investigate and report. 
'1 he Superintendent n.ade a requisition for sup- 
piics for school bouses, and the same was granted, 
but as to the article of ink, reference was had to the 
Committee on Furniture ai d Supplies. 
Mr. ru.lcr uiovcd that the Primipal of the High 
School, the Principals of the grammar schools and 
the Pri rcipal of ilie intermediates and primaries be 
authorized, iu conjunction with the Committee on 
Course "f s udy, to rcgrade their classes on the basis 
of -ch htrsh j>. 
The Su pcnutendent opposed regrading suddenly, 
; nd setting l ack for a year the slower pupils, but 
did favor a divirion of classes, so that there shal* he 
less or no disparity between the pupils. Absolute 
rtgrading was prt mature now, and would result in 
discou ngimr many pupils. 
Mr. Butler said hi» intention was in m iking the 
motion to have a division only, and not regradin., 
as generally understood. 
Mr. Rowell, of the Sacramento Grammar School, 
addressed the Board, read the report of standings in 
his school and pointed out the uccessit} for at least 
a partial regr&Uing. lie aid not complain that the 
pupils are unwilling or incompetent, hut that the 
work required of tlicir. has been too great iu several 
studies, and that the suggestion to drop some back 
will not work injury to them. 
The bup. rintendent again oppoáctl drop; ing any 
pupils back, but favored division so as to let the ad­ 
vanced pupils ’4’» **n. 
Mr. Tracy said it was better to rcgrade now and 
give the poorer scholars five months to come up* 
and not iklay the better ones by holding them back 
eve.i with the slow pupils. It was better to rcgrade 
now than go on t • me end of the year ai d then the 
slow pupils have to be dropped back and cannot re­ 
gain groun-i for o year. 
Mr. Join.sou, oi the Caf ital fchot»!, said fifteen 
i ut of ;liir«} in his class would at the end of the 
school year have to be dropped, if f -r. ed to struggle 
ou f >r five months more with the advanced pupils. 
The same'rule i early prevails in the lower grades. 
Mr. talker—IL» v c ur.es it that these pupils were 
graduated into these gradts in the first place? 
Mr. John- »u— Some were recommended by teach- 
er-;, soiui- came ino;. examination—the truth is, tin-st 
. f th..* pupik in the grammar grades are too young 
f ;r th- work. A pitpn may be very bright in the 
f urth and v* ry dull iu the third grade. 
Mr. Meaick—I believe that to be a correct re­ 
in irk as to the age of pupils. 
Mr. W iemeyer-It seems to me this is a plan to 
enable teachers to make a lii eshowingat the annual 
i .\ urination, and have only first-class scholars for 
the graduating da&es. Let the pupils go on, and 
if they tail let them go back, even if the teacher has 
to bear the discredit i f many failing in his class. 
Mr. Mcrick -aid he was bitterly opposed to fore- 
i g the es i?ii with study ; bo would favor all steps 
to make the work easier. 
• 
Mr. Tracy concurri d. 
He said semi-annual ex- 
ami nations could not be entered on without recon­ 
structing «he course of study 
Hence he favored 
dividing claesi s now. 
It was not to be done by 
te-.chers, but by the four Principals and a e mmit- 
tec of the Board. 
Mr. R »well—I don’t bel eve twenty out of eighty 
in my cls^s can be graduated, but » don’t want that 
t . go to the public, it might discourage scholars. 
.ur. Mesick—Why u t v Why shouldn’t the pub­ 
lic know it ? That’s b cn the trouble th it the pub­ 
lic has not had knowledge enough. 
Mr. Johnson—Someoi' my pupils were two years 
iu the s»n ond grade, some two years in the third. 
Some carne up itn-'c-r the old rule, that two years in 
one grade entitles them to come up by reason 
thereof. 
Mr. Wiemeyer insisted that it was a scheme to 
enable tench' rs to make a fine showing at the end 
of he school year. 
1 The Superintendent said teachers cannot be en­ 
I tirelv disinterested, and people could say this plan 
i was in their int rest, and the proposition therefore 
: would place the teachers at a disadvantage, 
i Mr Mesick thought all credit for graduating a 
I division "f a class would be < ffset by the very fact 
; that a division vas set off that could not be grad­ 
uated. 
The Superintendent again explained that he op- 
p sed oulv dropoff g from grade to grade, not to 
setting back to the beginning of the same grade the 
pupils are now in. He believed it necessary to di- 
vi.ie and set pu :ts back to get new’ light and go 
over the ground again, but not to set the pupil back 
to a lower grade—a whole year. 
Mr. Rowell said the Superintendent’s plan would 
double the teachers’ work, and hence rob the ad­ 
vanced division of half the time due it. 
Mr. Tracy—Th fir*>t and second divisions in each 
clxvs have the same studies. 
The Superintendent insisted his plan did not 
double the teachers' work. They have only so 
many scholars to teach and hear recite anyhow. 
Mr. Wiemever said last year nearly a whole gram­ 
mar grade failed Now the plan is to save the 
teachers. Let us go ou and see if the scholars are dull 
or the teacher* incompetent, or the studies too 
great--! t us judge by the result. 
Mr Mesick—I don’t care for the past. The ques­ 
tion is, w hat is best for the children ? 
The Superintendent moved to amend so as to pró­ 
vido for a ri virion of classes and a review of the 
lower divisions. 
On motion of Mr. Wiemever, the original motion 
was amended so as to add the Superintendent to the 
commission to recrade 
The < riginal motion of Mr. Butler as amended by 
Mr 
iem yer then prevailed by 6 to 2. 
The Superintendent moved that his report be 
pr nted. The Boar laid the motion over one week, 
after a brief but serious debate. 
Mr. Wiemeyer, on a question of privilege, spoke 
warmly of ex-President GrUBtts, his efficiency, pa 
tieuce and kindness, and moved a vote of thanks 
and ucknowledgmtnt hv the old members, and the 
vote was unantm u«ly given. 
The Board then adjourned. 


W hile C. N. Foote, of tuis city, was quail 
hunting near the American river, about a 
mile and a half beyond the beet sugar fac­ 
tory, yesterday afternoon about 3 o’clock, he 
found the body of a man hanging from the 
limb of a large willow tree. It was cold and 
rigid, and had apparently hung there for a 
day or two. Tne body was dressed ordina­ 
rily, but a vest lay upon the ground near by. 
Toe back of the ve-1 had been torn into 
stripe, as also the lining of the coat, and from 
these a rope was tw isted by which the man 
was found suspended. It appear?, if it is a 
case of suicide, tbat the man put his coat on 
to keep liimself warm after the vest and 
lining of the coat had been torn up and 
while he was constructing the rope. His 
feet as he hung suspended were between two 
and three fett from the ground. There was 
also the appearance that he first at­ 
tempted to hang himseif with Ids sus­ 
penders, 
as they were knotted, 
tied 
and broken, and lay upon the ground. 
Mr. Foote immediately came to the city and 
informed the Coroner, who went out at.d 
brought the body to the dead house. There 
were no papers found on the body to identify 
it. His clothing was well worn and pockets 
contained nothing except some ping tobacco, 
some cigar stumps aud an unbroken package 
of Ayer’s pills. He was evidently in a very 
destitute condition from all appearances. 
Soon after the body was brought to the city, 
it was identified by P. Newman, proprietor 
of the Philadelphia House, and others, as the 
remains of Ernst J. Henschel, who was 
formerly a cirriage trimmer and painter, on 
Eighth, between J and K. The Coroner 
made out the pariera for the inquest in that 
name, and at ieast four or five, iu addi­

DOMESTIC SE W S. 


I n io n Pacific R ailroad K cpori—Govern­ 
m en t Director*. 
N ew Y ork, January D.h.—The annual re­ 
p ort of the Government Directors of the 
U nion Pacific Railroad states th a t the gross 
earnings cf the company for 1880 are esti­ 
m ated, at §25 000.000, of which the branch 
lines only earned about S2,500,000_ The 
U nion division probably earned §15,750,000, 
and the K ansas division §0,750.000, showing 
an iacrta-e over the previous year of §2,549,­ 
000 for the former, and a large proportionate 
increa-e for the latter. 
This is accounted for 
by the fact that consolidation stopped com­ 
petition, and allowed business to go into its 
nitur-d channel 
of 
transportation. 
The 
operating expon es for 1880 are estimated at 
41 per cent, on the Union division, and about 
50 per cent, on the K ansas division, including 
renewals and taxes. 
The Pullm an sleeping- 
car contract will expire next year, and unless 
a new contract can he made on a liberal ba-if, 
in which the railiowl company will be largely 
interested ia the revenue received for the ir e 
of cars bef ire the expiration of the contract, 
the railway company will consider and deter­ 
mine the question of running its own -lecpiug 
cars. 
Respecting the completion of the A tchi­ 
son, Topeka and Santa Ke Railroad, the re­ 
port speaks as follows : 
This will make a 
competing line of railway through to Cali­ 
fornia 400 miles lorger than via the Union 
Pacific and Central Pacific to Sau Francbco. 
In passenger travel 18 hours’ additional time 
will he required to make the trip to San 
Francisco, and 33 hours’ additional time for 
freight transportation. 
Her.ce, as a .quick 
transit, particularly oa long routes of travel, 
is very desirable and generally sought for, the 
U nion and C entral Pacific Railway route 
will, doubtless, remain the favorite route for 
pao-eager travel and freight traffic. 
The 
Government Directors are 
informed that 
satisfactory business arrangements will be 
made with this competing line of railway and 
thus avoid undue competition for business. 
The Government Directors believe th at “ the 
policy of building and 
aiding 
to build 
branch lines of railway by this company 
th at has been pursued the past year, and 
is still being continued, was wire both in 
its conception 
and in 
its execution, as 
the trunk 
hue of railway 
has branch 
and feeding lines of railway to support it, 
independent of the through business, which 
now amounts to but a small proportion of its 
traffic, viz : 28 per cent. 
They figure out the 
average daily through California freight busi­ 
lis*.? over the U nion Pacific, between Omaha 
and O .den, in August, September, October 
and November, 1880, a t twenty-three cars 
each way, against twenty-eight cars dur.ng 
the corresponding period in 1879, and add, 
th at in their < pinion, any loss of through b'isi 
nrs? in 1881, in consequence of the oivision 
wir.li the Atchison, Topeka cud Santa Fe 
Railroad, will be more than made up in the 
incre.r ed business th at will be derived from 
the branch lines of the road and its local 
busiaers. 
They favor consolidation and pool­ 
ing as tending towards economy, quick transit 
and uniform rates, and iu this connection 
state that a combination with the Central a rd 
Southern Pacific Railways has teen uniformly 
considered, relative to which no satisfactory 
conclusion has yet been reached. T hey add, 
th at upon au equitable basis, both for the in­ 
terest of the Government and the respective 
railways, it would be desirable.

The Times remarks th at Lord Dufferin’s 
suggestions, although interesting, do not fore­ 
cast the land bill, as the Government will not 
make grants from the exchequer or pledge 
the credit of the country.
